ion of :thedek'Kates from the new counties, 
nofcongtitutinc Assembly Districts, was this— 
hat the usnge heretofore bad been to allow one 
lelegate from each Assembly District, and two 
delegates from each. Senatorial District. Mr. 
Elniorp. in hi* speech, ae.erted that tbe Con- 
tention bad no power to change the established 
basis of representation, that if they had power 
;o say that each county, not constituting an As- 
sembly District, should have one delegate, they 
.night sny they should have ten delegates, and 
at the Chairman of the State Central Commit- 
;ee nominated'the temporary Chairman of the 
Stato Convention,- and would nominate his 
riend, and he, of course, appoint his friends on 
.he Committee to select permanent officers of 
;he Convention, and they would *elect a Presi- 
Jent of the same stripe, who would sustain, by 
his ruling, the course ofthe State Central Com- 
uittee, as the present Chairman had done, and 
.ppoint the same or a similar State Central 
Jommittee, and thus, this Central power would 
be perpetrated, and the Democracy, instead of 
being able to control tbo nomination and course 


f the pnrty .would be in the power ofthe Central 
Committee, who could increase.the number of 
delegates from those counties where they had 
riends, aud diminish them from the counties 
where they had no.friends, and then they would 
be worse off than the serfs of Kussia. It was 
agiiinst this Central Despotism that he protested 
in tbe nnme ot Democracy nnd for one, ho would 
not submit to it.
